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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Stone  Rural  District  Council, 

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  wish  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1970, 

The  population  of  the  Stone  Rural  District  in  mid  1970  was 
20,750  which  is  an  increase  of  190  over  1969. 

The  number  of  live  births  during  the  year  was  286  -  a  decrease  of 
55  over  1969*  This  gives  an  adjusted  live  birth  rate  for  the  area 
of  13.1  per  thousand  (England  and  V/ales  16,0), 

There  were  203  deaths  from  all  causes  in  the  area  -  an  increase 
of  14  over  1969,  This  gives  an  adjusted  death  rate  of  9*8  per 
thousand  (England  and  Wales  11,7),  Four  children  died  under  the 
age  of  one  year. 

Ischaemic  heart  disease  continues  to  be  the  highest  single 
cause  of  death  with  a  total  of  44*  The  other  two  killing  diseases 
are  cerebrovascular  disease  (i,e,  '*strolces*’) ^  and  pneumonia  with 
37  and  17  respectively. 

No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  in  connection  with  the 
National  Assistance  Act  -  Section  47. 
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272  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were  received,  most  of 
\rji:  ich  were  cases  of  measles#  During  He  year  outbreaks  of  chicken' 
pox,  mumps  and  rubella  were  reported  by  Head  Teachers  of  local 
schools. 

The  atmospheric  pollution  results  obtained  during  1970  from  the 
grit  deposit  gauges  in  the  area  shovj  the  usual  seasonal 
variations,  but  taken  over  the  wiiolc  year  the  level  of  pollution 
shows  little  change  from  the  figures  for  1969# 

My  particular  thanks  to  the  staff  of  the  department  for  their 
service  and  courteous  efficiency.  I  am  also  most  grateful  to  the 
members  of  the  Committee  for  their  continued  interest  in  public 
health  matters.

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PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERTJICES  IN  THE  AREA 


Domiciliary  Nursing  and  General  Practitionerv  Services 

District  Nursing,  midwifer'^  and  health  visiting  services  are  provided 
by  the  County  Council  under  the  ar ministration  of  the  Stafford  Area  Health 
Committee.  The  Stai ford shire  Executive  Council  supplies  family  doctor 
services  through  a  number  of  General  Practitioners  in  the  area. 

Hospital  Services 

When  required,  cases  of  infectious  diseases  are  admitted  to  Bucknall 
Hospital,  Stoke-on-Trent. 

Out-patients  and  general  hospital  services  are  provided  at  the 
Staffordshire  General  Infirmary  and  the  North  Staffordshire  Hospital  Cenore, 
Stoke-on-Trent.  Aged  and  chronic  sick  patients  are  accommodated  at  Fernleigh 
Hospital,  Stafford  and  Trent  Hospital,  Stone .  Part  III  aceomniodation  is 
provided  at  Roseneath,  Stone. 

Yarnfield  Hospital  admits  convalescent  cases  from  the  Stafford  General 
Infirmary  and  other  hospitals  in  the  region. 

In  the  district  are  also  Groiindslow  Hospital  for  medical  and  maternity 
cases,  Stand  on  Hall  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  and  Stalling ton  Hall  Hospital  for 
the  mentally  sub-normal. 

School  Clinics  and  Welfare  Services 

These  are  held  at  Ecclesha'l  i^iethodist  School  Room,  Barlaston  Village  Hall 
and  Tittensor  Village  Hall. 

Clinics  are  held  at  the  follovjing  times j- 

Infant  ^felfare  Centre,  Eccleshall  Methodist  School  i  Fortnightly  Friday  Plornings 
"  ”  ”  Barlaston  Village  Hall  i  Every  4th  Tuesday'  afternoon 

"  "  "  Tittensor  Village  Hall  :  Every  2nd  Tuesday  afternoon 

The  Staff ordshire  County  Council  also  provide  specialised  clinics  where 
defects  of  speech,  vision  and  hearing  and  allied  conditions  can  be  treated 
when  these  are  referred  following  school  medical  examinations,  and  by 
general  practitioners,  health  visitors  and  others. 
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Tuberculosis  Services 


A  tuberculosis  clinic  is  held  at  Stafford  General  Infirmary  to 
which  patients  in  the  Rural  District  travel.  A  tuberculosis  health 
visitor  is  employed  by  the  County  Council  operating  part-time  in  the 
area,  visiting  in  the  home  where  appropriate.

Specimens  of  milk^  water  and  sev/age  effluent  samples ,  together  with 
suspected  unsound  foods  are  sent  to  the  Public  Health  laboratory  at  Staff  cd 
for  examination.

Ambulance  Ser^/ices 

The  ambulance  service  is  provided  from  Stone  Ambulance  Station 
in  conjunction  with  the  Stafford  Aiiibulance  Station.

During  1970  a  total  of  6,589  meals  were  delivered  in  five  areas 
of  the  Rural  District  as  follows 

1.  The  canteen  at  Drake  Hall  continued  to  supply  meals  for  the 
Eccleshall  area  and  during  the  year  this  was  extended  by 
arrangement  with  Stafford  Rural  Efeitrict  Council  to  elderly 
people  living  just  over  the  Rural  District  boundary.  A 
total  of  2,476  meals  were  delivered. 

2.  In  the  Hilderstone,  Milwich  and  Saverley  Green  area 

1,184  meals  were  served  and  v/ere  provided  by  Blythe  Colour  Ltd. 

3.  During ‘the  year  Bl^^the  Bridge  and  PJeir  Heath  were  split  into 
two  services  both  being  supplied  by  the  Simplex  Electric 
Company.  1,083  m.eals  were  provided  in  Blythe  Bridge  and 
862  in  I'leir  Heath.  The  Bljrthe  Bridge  service  is  run  in 
conjunction  with  Cheadle  Rural  District  Council  and  serves 
people  on  both  sieves  of  the  boundary. 

4.  The  Barlaston  service  commenced  early  in  the  year  and  serves 
Tittensor,  I'ieaford  and  Trentham  in  addition  to  Barlaston. 

984  meals  \iere  served. 

We  are  very  grateful  to  the  local  organisations  who  prepare  the 
meals  and  to  the  very  willing  voluntar^^  helpers  who  distribute  the 
meals  without  these  people  the  'service'  would  not  be  possible*

The  condemned  meat  at  the  slaughterhouses  and  butchers'  premises  was 
disposed  of  by  the  butchers  to  manufacturers  of  animal  by-products  in 
accordance  with  the  bleat  (Sterilisation)  Regulations  1969. 

Three  slaughterhouses  and  one  Imacker's  yard  were  licensed  during  the 
year.  Eleven  men  were  licensed  to  stun  and  slaughter  animals  under  the 
Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1958.  A  detailed  inspection  of  the  slaughterhouses 
is  carried  out  from  time  to  time  in  order  to  ensure  that  as  high  a  standard  of 
hygiene  as  possible  is  observed.

”Rat  Free  Area  Campaign”.  During  the  year  a  "Rat  Free  Area  Campaign"  was 
inaugurated  by  the  Piinistry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  &  Food,  For  the 
campaign  an  area  of  land  was  chosen  at  Swynnerton  and  vns  centred  on  the 
Estate  owned  b^'  Lord  Stafford.  A  demonstration  was  held  in  November  at 
Sanded" ord  Fain,  Swjnnerton  and  \<n3  attended  by  representatives  from  the 
Council,  farmers  and  various  authorities  who  had  interests  in  the  area.
